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Report  of  Town  Forest  Fire  Wardens 
and  State  Forest  Ranger 


Forest  fire  prevention,  our  business,  your  business,  good 
business!  This  slogan  has  been  the  motto  of  the  N.  H.  Division 
of  Forests  and  Lands,  Forest  Fire  Service  since  1909  when  the 
first  forest  fire  laws  were  passed  by  the  Legislature. 

These  laws  set  in  place  a  cooperative  forest  fire  protection 
program  of  State  and  local  forest  fire  personnel  that  has,  in  the 
past  75  years,  established  New  Hampshire  as  a  leader  in  forest 
fire  prevention  and  control.  Our  annual  acreage  loss  to  forest 
fires  of  one-half  acre  per  fire  is  the  best  in  the  nation.  This  fire 
record  has  come  about  through  the  cooperative  efforts  of  our 
state /town  forest  fire  protection  program.  The  state  provides 
detection  of  fires,  training  for  local  forest  fire  wardens,  low  cost 
forest  fire  suppression  equipment  to  local  fire  departments,  and 
technical  advice  at  the  fire  ground.  Local  governments  provide 
the  volunteer  fire  fighters  who  are  appointed  as  wardens  and 
deputy  wardens  and  who  respond  quickly  to  suppress  reported 
forest  fires. 

This  program  has  resulted  in  a  steady  decline  in  annual  acres 
lost  to  forest  fires  since  1910  when  the  average  fire  burned 
33  acres  compared  to  the  modern  day  loss  of  one-half  acre  per 
fire. 

Only  by  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  State/towns  and 
our  entire  citizenry  can  this  record  be  maintained.

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  have  served  you  community  for 
another  year  and  to  have  worked  with  many  of  you  and  for  all 
of  your  children. 

Public  education  provides  one  with  the  opportunity  to  work 
with  people,  particularly  young  people.  It  has  been  and 
continues  to  be  a  joy  to  see  so  many  of  them  grow  up  to  be  such 
fine  young  men  and  women.  I  am  sure  many  of  them  will  do  well 
in  life  and  make  you  proud  of  them. 


WARRENT 

Your  school  warrant  for  1983  -  84  contains  only  one  article 
worthy  of  particular  note  and  certainly  deserving  of  your  serious 
discussion  and  consideration.  Article  5,  which  is  a  petition 
article,  asks  the  District  to  appropriate  funds  to  make  kinder- 
garten available  to  your  young  children.  Presently  your  5  year 
olds  are  not  provided  this  opportunity. 

A  great  deal  of  research  has  been  done  over  the  years  on  the 
benefits  to  be  derived  from  a  kindergarten  program.  Some  of 
that  research  was  made  available  at  your  public  hearing  on  the 
1983  -  84  budget  or  may  be  acquire  through  your  school  board 
or  the  Office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  Pick  up  some  of 
the  materials  and  read  it.  Become  informed!  Then  and  only 
then  make  you  decision.

BUDGET 


The  proposed  budget  for  1983  -  84  totals  $170,415.00  for 
a  total  increase  of  $8,178.45  or  5.04%  over  1982  ■  83. 

For  1983  -  84  the  regular  tuition  portion  of  the  budget  does 
not  show  an  increjise  inclusive  of  the  four  projected  kindergarten 
children.  Nearly  all  the  increase  may  be  found  in  the  area  of 
special  education  which  has  increased  from  $4,882.00  to 
$14,181.00.  For  the  first  time  pre-school  children  have  been 
added  to  the  special  education  rolls. 

Other  areas  of  the  budget  which  show  increases  and  decreases 
are  regular  tuition  -  $965.00,  school  board  +  $26.00,  S.  A.  U. 
No.  20  -  $233.00,  and  transportation  +  $1,622.00. 

Your  school  board  anticipates  a  June  30,  1983,  budget  surplus 
of  some  $15,000.00.  This  is  substantially  less  than  the 
$26,813.78  left  at  the  end  of  the  1981  -  82  school  year.  This 
decrease  in  the  1982  -  83  surplus  wUl  be  reflected  in  the  revenue 
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side  of  the  budget  which  will  most  probably  result  in  an  increased 
tax  rate  for  the  fall  of  1983.  In  addition,  there  exists  a  strong 
possibility  that  you  will  lose  all  sweepstakes  aid  for  the  coming 
year. 


JOINT  STUDY 

The  Berlin  and  Gorham  School  Boards  have  recently  voted 
to  undertake  a  study  to  determine  the  feasibility  of  forming  a 
cooperative  school  system  some  time  in  the  distant  future. 
There  is  some  feeling  that  the  two  communities  by  joining  to- 
gether could  provide  a  higher  quality  of  education  and  do  so 
more  cost  effectively.  What  the  results  of  such  a  study  might 
be  are  completely  unknown  at  this  time. 

Because  Dummer  has  a  20  year  AREA  contract  with  Berlin, 
a  change  in  the  structure  of  the  Berlin  School  System  will  most 
probably  have  an  impact.  What  form  that  impact  might  take  is 
unknown.  But  because  of  the  relationship  which  exists  Dummer 
will  be  invited  to  participate  in  the  study  if  it  so  desires. 

Perhaps  of  equal  importance  to  Dummer  is  the  need  to  begin 
the  process  to  renew  the  AREA  Agreement  in  some  form  with 
the  Berlin  School  System.  Dummer  can  not  afford  to  wait  until 
late  in  this  decade  to  be^n  to  plan  for  the  future  educational 
needs  of  its  children.  It  might  be  appropriate  in  the  not  too  dis- 
tant future  to  form  a  committe  of  some  kind  to  look  into  the 
matter. 


CLOSING 

Your  school  district  budget  represents  an  investment  in  the 
future  of  your  children.  The  return  on  that  investment  will  be 
seen  in  the  lives  of  your  children  and  the  future  of  your 
community.  Both,  I  am  sure,  will  meet  with  your  high  expecta- 
tions. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the 
school  board,  your  moderator,  your  treasurer,  and  your  school 
district  clerk  for  the  part  all  of  them  have  contributed  to  the 
education  of  your  children.
